Melvin Andrews, 
Fifty-ninth Service Squadron. 

The plane, one of the fourteen mod- 
ern bombers that had participated in 
the maneuvers at San Antonio, had 
ascended 600 feet to wait for the other 
planes to take off when the motor went 
dead, throwing the plane into a nose 
dive. fi 

In Flames at Once. 

It was in flames when. the machine 
struck the ground and comrades were 
unable to go to the rescue of the occu- 
pants. When they finally succeeded 
im extricating the bodies they had been 
almost incinerated. 

' Several thousand people witnessed 
the accident. They had gathered early 
this morning at the flying field to wit- 
mess the take-off of the bombers that 
had stopped here Friday on their way 
back to Langley Field. At the request 
of the city government the War De- 
‘partment had permitted the squadron 
to remain here until today, and the 
officers and men had been entertained 
‘by. the Augusta people. 

* The bodies of the four men will be 
held here pending word from Wash- 
ington as to their home addresses. 

‘Three Planes to Wait. 


Nine planes will hop off tomorrow, 
tut three, including that of flight 
commander, Capt. Charles E. Rust,. will 
remain until the bodies are shipped to 
their homes. 

The plane was apparently 500 feet up 
when the motor stopped and 200 feet 
when it nose-dived. The plane struck 
high -tension wires 50 feet from the 
ground, bursting into flames before it 
hit, head-on. 

Scores rushed toward the plane, but 
were unable to aid the fliers, who could 
| be seen amidst the flames, but were 
‘apparently already dead or stunned. 

The bodies were identified only by 
their service identification tags. 

Six planes which had preceded Voor- 
hees, returned half an hour after the 
accident, having run into severe storms 
in South Carolina. 

Norfolk, Va., May 29 (By A. P.).— 
With the exception of Lieut. Dan F. 
Voorhees, all of the Army airmen killed 
in the crash and destruction of their 
Plane by fire at Augusta, Ga., today 
had been stationed at Langley Field 
for some time and were well known. 
Lieut. Voorhees had been at the sta- 
tion only a short while.

Unique tribute to the naval dead 
was paid by the Woman’s Relief Corps 
of the District, when flowers were 
strewn on the Potomac by its members 
from the deck of the quartermaster 
launch Q-9. The demonstration was 
conducted by Mrs. Lizzie Bassett, presi- 
dent of the department. 

More elaborate services, dedicated to 
the airmen, were Leld by the corps 
later in the afternoon at Key Bridge. 
While Army and Navy Chaplains A. 
Cc. Oliver and C. H. Dickens addressed 
the groups, poppies were showred from 
Army and Navy planes overhead.

“These airmen who have entered the 
eternal blue are not dead,” Chaplain 
Oliver said.

PRISON BREAK ATTEMPT 
OF GANGSTERS IS FOILED 


Reece Whittemore Follower 
and 2 Others Beat Keepers 
With Blackjacks. 


SEEK STREET BY WINDOW 


New York, May 29 (By A. P.).—Three 
gangsters, of national notoriety, as- 
saulted three keepers with. their own 
blackjacks and heavy keyrings in a 
desperate attempt to escape from West 
Side Prison today. One keeper suf- 
fered. a fracfured jaw and possible 
fracture of the skull. 

The keepers were unarmed, as prison 
officials deem it unwise to supply them 
with pistols which might fall into the 
hands of prisoners. The escape was 
prevented by the timely arrival of John 
J. Bowen, a driver for the department 
of corrections, who guarded the out- 
side door with his pistol, while the 
fighting was in progress. 

The leader in the attempt was ap- 
parently. William G. Unkelbach, known 
as “Baltimore Willie,” a member of the 
gang led by Richard Reece Whittemore, 
who was hanged for the murder of a 
Maryland prison guard. Unkelbach is 
awaiting sentence for robbery. 

When Keeper Dennis O'Reilly opened 
Unkelbach’s cell, the prisoner seized his 
blackjack and struck him down. With 
O’Reilly’s keys he opened the cells of 
George Cohen and John Werner, in the 
tier above. Cohen, who came here from 
Chicago, is under sentence of 40 years 
for participation in a 75,000 jewel 
robbery in Maiden Lane a year ago 
Werner, the police say, was a member 
of the “Red” McKenna gang.

Kellogg Note Promises to 
Refer Difficulties, if 
Found Inherent. 


WISHES TO PRESERVE 
FRIENDLY RELATIONS 


Order Postponed Six Months, 
Excluding Canadians Not 
Native Born. 


Modification of the new drastic re- 
strictions which will require all persons 
crossing the border daily from Canada 
into the United States to work to qual- 
ify as “immigrants can be authorized 
only by Congress, according to a note 
addressed to Vincent Massey, the Ca- 
nadian Minister, by Secretary of State 
Kellogg last night. 

Secretary Kellogg’s note is a response 
to the formal protests of the Dominion 


j government against the order issued on 


April 1, which will compel all persons, 
excepting native-born Canadians, cross- 
ing daily into the United States to 
qualify as immigrants within the 
quotas assigned by the 1924 immigra- 
tion act to their respective native 
countries. Native-born Canadians are 
to be. given nonquota visas and ad- 
mitted on the payment of a head tax. 

The Kellogg note promises, “a sin- 
cere endeavor will be made to reduce 
the uncertainties of the situation to 
the minimum.” The note also prom- 
ises the Dominion government, through 
Minister Massey, that wherever possible 
in cases where additional time is re- 
quired to permit certain. persons to ac- 
quire a legal status under the order, 
extensions will be granted, and that, 
meanwhile, both the State Department 
and the Immigration Bureau will con- 
tinue to study the problem.

London, May 29 (By A. P.)—A Reu- 
ters’.dispatch from Moscow says Maxim 
Litvinoff, acting foreign secretary in 
the absence of M. Tchitcherin, in a 
note addressed to the British charge 
d’affaires, asserts that the Soviet gov- 
ernment was not surprised by the 
breaking off of diplomatic relations 
between Great Britain and Moscow. 

Litvinoff charges that the rupture

The Soviet foreign commissar denies 
all charges made by Great Britain, of 
violating the Anglo-Russian trade pact. 
These charges, he asserts, were based on 
false information and forged documents 
with which the British government 
freely operated. 


Japan to Send Troops. 


Tokyo, May 29 (By A. P.)—The 
Japanese government, it is reported, is 
preparing to order 2,000 additional 
troops from Manchuria to Peking and 
Tientsin because of the renewal of 
military activity of Northerners and 
Southereners in North China. 


The vernacular newspapers generally 
view apprehensively the orders issued 
by the government for 2,000 Japanese 
troops to proceed from Manchuria to 
Tsingtao, China, to protect Japanese 
life and property in the Shantung zone.

LABOR OFFICIAL ASSAILS 
DROPPING OF RED INQUIRY 


Britain Only Source of Warn- 
ing Regarding U.S. Commu- 
nists, Woll Declares. 


New York, May 29 (By A. P.).—As the 
result of the discontinuance of certain 
investigating machinery of the Depart- 
ment of Justice in 1924, knowledge of 
“violent communist activities” in this 
country comes to America only through 


British sources, declared Matthew Woll, 
vice-president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, in a statement issued to- 
dav. 

Mr. Woll, speaking as active president 
of the National Civic Federation, de- 
clared that the British raid on Arcos, 
Soviet trading organization in London, 
revealed that agencies wére seeking to 
destroy the existing order in the United 
States by unconstitutional methods. 

Commenting on the British action in 
ordering Soviet representatives to leave 
England, “to safeguard its national in- 
terests and institutions,” he asked what 
the United States government “is 
doing” or “can do” to safeguard Ameri- 
can institutions. 

In consequence of the discontinu- 
ance of necessary investigating activi- 
ties and machinery through the in- 
fluence of “ultra radical” organiza- 
tions, the “Government is- sailing upon 
a sea of doubt,” he declared. 

“Today anarchists and communists 
may freely and fully practice their 
violent methods of propaganda with- 
out let or hindrance,” he asserted. 
“Through soviet trade agencies, news 
and telegraph agencies and cultural 
and educ ‘ional agencies and the like, 
violent communist activities are en- 
gaged in without check or restraint.” 

“There is a diiference between al- 
lowing freedom of speech, freedom of 
the press « peaceful public assem- 
bly, and keeping informed regarding 
the utterances, actions and deeds of 
those who conspire with another na- 
ti-: to destroy our own Government.” 


Yachts, Under British Flag, 
Are Fired Upon by Chinese 


London, May 29 (By A. P.)—A 
Shanghai dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph Co. says that, ignoring the 
promise of immunity given by the 
Chinese admirals and generals, Chi- 
nese troops opened fire with machine- 
guns on the Yacht Club fleet, which 
turned out for the races, many of 
them flying the British flag. Sev- 
eral yachts were hit, but there were 
no casualties. 

An American naval patrol escorted 
the yachts on their return.

Admiral Sumner E. W. Kittelle, com- 
mandant of the sixteenth naval dis- 
trict, which includes the navy yard 
at Cavite, near here, today confirmed 
reports that certain radicals proposed 
and discussed a plot to destroy the 
naval ammunition dump at Cavite. 

Discussing the situation today with 
a representative of the Associated Press, 
Admiral Kittelle said he did not be- 
lieve the plan would have succeeded. 
He told of the situation, believing that 
the best interests of the country would 
be served by truthful publicity. 


Naval authorities were aware some 
time ago, he said, that certain emis- 
saries of the Soviet government came 
to the Philippines from China for the 
purpose of spreadnig their doctrines 
among the Filipinos. The ultimate ob- 
ject, Admiral Kittelle said, was to 
weaken the sovereignty of the United 
States in the islands, particularly as 
this campaign would aid the Soviet 
cause. 


Data Seized in Peking. 


Supporting his statements as to the 
purpose of the campaign, the speaker 
referred to certain documents found in 
the Soviet embassy at Peking. 

“You would be astonished at some 
of these disclosures,” he said. 

The admiral did not reveal the na- 
ture of these documents as he said he 
was not in a position to do so, but he 
intimated that some of them bore an 
important relation to the situation in 
the Philippines. In a communication 
to the Legionaires del Tabajo, the 
Philippine Labor Union, had urged 
blowing up the ammunition dump at 
Cavite, and this action was favored at 
a meeting of the Manila lodge of the 
union. The whole plot was based on 
the erroneous belief that such action 
would cut off the ammunition supply 
of American warships in Chinese waters. 

About 2,600 Filipinos are employed 
by the Navy at the Cgvite yard in ci- 
vilian capacities. It ‘is certain that 
these employes were kept informed as 
to the doings of the legionnaires. 

Unquestionably, the authorities said 
today, radical emissaries from China 
visited the legionnaires and proposed 
the activities against the Cavite arsenal 
at one meeting of the organization. 
Admiral Kittellle notified all members 
of the organization at that time that 


they must either quit the legionnaires 


or their employment at Cavite. They 
all quit the union and gave a personal 
pledge of Wyalty to the American Gov- 
ernment. 


No Opposition Tolerated. 


The employes were told at the time 
that no opposition to the American 
Government or the governor general 
of the islands would be tolerated and 
Filipino politicians would not be allow- 
ed to dictate to the men. 

“If you boys desire to follow some 
Filipino leader. why not follow Gen. 
Aguinaldo? (The leader of the Philip- 
pine forces in opposition to American 
troops in 1898). He’s a good Filipino 
and an excellent citizen, loyal to the 
American flag,” said Admiral Kittelle. 

Shortly after this word was sent to 
the navy yard that Gen. Aguinaldo 
would be kidnaped if any Filipino was 
discharged from the navy yard. This 
situation did not change the attitude of 
the navy yard authorities. Aguinaldo 
was not kidnaped ‘and is still safe. 

In conclusion Admiral Kittelle said 
that radicals in the Philippines are 
being closely watched and there is no 
chance of destroying the Cavite am- 
munition dump or other government 
property, because the location of much 
of the munitions is secret, and because 
the Government is prepared to meet 
and deal with any attempts to do 
violence. 


Employes Are Loyal 


“I want to say that these Filipinos 
working for the Government are most 
loyal. They are all kindly and in- 
dustrious,” said the Admiral. “There is 
little chance that any one of their 
number would attempt a disloyal act.” 

All attempts to obtain statements 
from the officers or members of the 
Legionaires were futile, the members 
either declining to talk or saying they 
were no longer connected with the or- 
ganization. However, it was learned that 
vast numbers of Chinese nationalists 
are listed as members,

New York, May 29 (By A. P.).—The 
Rev. Dr. David G. Wylie, founder and 
for 24 years pastor of the Scotch, now 
called the Second, Presbyterian Church 
here, will become president of the 
Lord’s Day Alliance of the United States 
on June 1, it was announced today. 

“The Lord’s Day Alliance does not 
seek by law to make people good or 
to force them to go to church,” Dr. 
Wylie said in connection with his ap-

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New Orleans, May 29 (By A. P.).— 
Half of the four parishes in the im- 
mediate path of the Aood waters which 
gradually were spreading over the fer- 
tile Louisiana “sugar bowl” had been 
inundated tonight in the movement of 
the water on its last lap of the journey 
to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Many of the inhabitants of the four 


parishes still were clinging to their 
homes, or had assembled along levees 
where they were being fed by Red 
Cross boats. Evacuation of the area 
was slow and many persons, even after 
the water had driven them from their 
homes, sought refuge on the dykes that 
they might remain nearby, 

An aerial survey today showed that 
approximately 340 square miles already 
was under water from the break in the 
embankment at McCre, on the east 
bank of the Atchafalaya, 130 miles 
northwest of New Orleans. These wa- 
ters and backwaters, pushed up by the 
Atchafalaya into the many bayous and 
smaller streams emptying into that 
river, had inundated 75 per cent of 
Pointe Coupee Parish, 30 per cent .of 
West Baton Rouge Parish, 75 per cent 
of ,.[berville Parish and 50 per cent of 
Assumption Parish. 


Water Nearing Towns. 


Backwaters from Bayou Grosse Tete 
had spread to within 3 miles of Pla- 
quemine, on the west bank of. the Mis- 
Sissippi, while water from the McCrea 
crevasse was approachnig new roads, 
also on the Mississippi side of Pointe 
Coupee Parish. 

Several hundred refugees were as- 
sembled along the levees in the neigh- 
borhood of Torras, Krots Springs and 
Melville, relying upon boats sent. by 
the Red Cross for sustenance. A boat 
loaded with food and supplies left 
Baton Rouge today with sufficient ra- 
tions for 2,000 persons for ten days. 

At the same time a conference was 
being held in Baton Rouge between 
flood relief dictator. John M. Parker 
and postoffice authorities to work out 
plans for mail delivery to the persons 
in the affected area of the “Sugar 
Bowl.” Irvine W. Glover, Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General representing 
the division governing transportation 
of mails. E. A. Mallory, chief clerk of 
the railway mail service, Chicago divi- 
sion, and S. Y. Watson, Baton Rouge 
postmaster, planned to press boats into 
service wherever necessary to insure 
mail delivery to. flood victims. 


Record Depth Expected. 


With two sections in the upper east 
Atchafalaya Basin preparing to. wage 
fights against the high water in the 
effort to hald it out of their fertile 
farm lands and homes, towns border- 
ing the coast along the western Atcha- 
falaya Basin were preparing for rec- 
ord-breaking high water. 

Seven thousand persons in the heart 
of the sugar bowl section at Grosse 
Tete were relying upon an old levee 
along Baycu Grosse Tete to hold out 
the water nioving upon them from the 
McCrea break, while backwater crept 
svcadily upon them from the rear. 

At Torres, backwaters gradually were 
welling toward the top of a levee 
which had been thrown up around 
the town-and engineers feared that the 
embankment might break under the 
pressure. 

More than 4,000 persons had deserted 
New Iberia, more than a hundred miles 
to the southwest, on the opposite side 
of the Atchafalaya, as waters from 
Bayou Teche spread over the town to 
meet those from Spanish Lake. 

Almost half of the inhabitants of 
the town were remain there, how- 
ever. Many of them living in the hotels 
and others in the upper stories of their 
homes. 

Boats weré the ordinary means of 
transportation through the _ streets. 
While water had submerged virtually 
the whole town, one spot. on the main 
street directly in front of the telephone 
building still was dry. . Back of the 
building the water was 7 feet deep. 

Telephone operators and others who 
continued their usual duties had been 
equipped with rubber boots and plans 
had been made to provide them with 
food should the water continue to rise.

HEAVY SEA 13 POUNDING 
DE PINEDO PLANE, IN TOW 


Vessel, With Flier Aboard, Is 
Moving at Snail’s Pace 
Toward Azores. 


STRONG WIND IS BLOWING 


Rome, May 29 (By A. P.).—The semi- 
official Stefani News Agency at 6 o’clock 
this evening announced that the 
Italian steamer Superga, towing Com- 
mander De Pinedo’s seaplane, Santa 
Maria II, has communicated that it was 
about twenty-five miles northwest of 
Fayal Island, The Azores. A strong wind 
was blowing and heavy seas were 
running at the time the message was 
sent. 

The Superga has the crew of the sea- 
plane aboard, but is believed to be 
moving at a snail’s pace to protect the 
plane. 

While information concerning De 
Pinedo’s flight and its unhappy ending 
is still lacking, persons in contact with 
the ministry of aeronautics say that the 
lap from Trepassey, Newfoundland, to 
The Azores must be chalked up as De 
Pinedo’s “first knockout by atmospheric 
elements.’’ 

It is asserted that the wind forced 
the flier out of his course and that he 
used up so much gasoline that he 
found it impossible to make The Azores. 
He took the opportunity offered by the 
presence of a Portuguese sailing vessel, 
and came down, being taken in tow by 
this ship, which later was relieved by 
the Superga.

tive for six months, during which time 
the affected persons may procure the 
necessary visas quota status, or secure 
employment in Canada. 

“I wish to assure you at the out- 
set,” declared Secretary Kellogg in hi 
note to Minister Massey, “of the s’.- 
cere desire on the part of this Go’ srn- 
ment to continue the traditiony ,free- 


dom of mutual travel betweer Canada 
and the United States just as fully and 
completely as the provisions of the 
lawSof this country relating to immi- 
gration will permit.” 


Trouble Is With Nonnative-Born. 


The note, points out that the main 
source of difficulty over the new order 
is with Canadian residents who are not 
native-born Canadians and who have 
acquired border-crossing privileges 
since the prevailing quota system be- 
came effective. Under the immigration 
act of 1921, foreign-born persons with 
a year’s residence in Canada were 
placed on an equality with native-born 
Canadians so far as entry to the 
United States was concerned. The 1922 
act extended the necessary period of 
residence to five years and the 1924 
act denied nonquota privileges entirely 
to Canadian residents not native-born. 

“It is among the non-Canadian-born 
who are quota aliens that the order 
will cause some hardskip,” Mr. Kellogg’s 
note continued. “The number in- 
volved is not yet accurately known and 
the competent authorities express the 
belief that it will be found to be com- 
paratively small. It is recognized, 
nevertheless, that many persons within 
this class, through their inability to 
obtain quota visas within the pre- 
scribed period, will, under the terms 
of tke order, be forced to relinquish 
employment in the United States, 
which, in certain cases, they have en- 
joyed for a number of years. 


Hardship Is Admitted. 


“This would, I admit, constitute a 
hardship which I sincerely regret. I 
am sure you will appreciate that the 
large number of prior applicants whose 
desire to emigrate to the United States 
has been recorded for some time at the 
consulates in Europe and _ elsewhere, 
and who must receive visas within the 
limited national quotas can not be de- 
prived of the priority rights gained 
by such registration in favor of a par- 
ticular group in any border city. 

“Apart from the consideration that 
the law does not permit the creation 
of preferential classes in the discretion 
of the executive, fair dealing dictates 
that the obligations created by prior 
applications be scruplously met.” 

The note continues that the immigra- 
tion authorities have been ordered to 
begin at once the classifications of the 
persons affected and notified where it 
appears “that an individual is inad- 
missable to the United States or is 
chargeable to a quota against which 
the prior recorded demand is exceed- 
ingly heavy, he will be informed of 
his situation in order that he may make 
his plans accordingly.”

“Sustenance Crops.” 


New Orleans, May 29 (By A. P.).— 
Out of the Pp ne disaster in the his- 
tory of the Mississippi Valley, Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover hopes to. bring 
new and improved conditions of® life 
and health to the 700,000 persons made 
homeless by the flood. 

Mr. Hoover, who departed today for 


Washington, will return Friday to the) 


flood area for a week's survey, and then, 
in about six weeks, will make a final 
inspection of the region. 

Improvement of health conditions in 
the flood section, it is expected, will re- 
sult from two phases of Mr. Hover’s 
relief and reconstruction plan. The 
600,000 refugees who were under care 
of the Red Cross received typhoid and 
smallpox inocculations, the greatest 
single precautionary movement against 
these most dreaded diseases of the val- 
ley ever accomplished in the region. 
After the waters recede, Mr. Hoover has 
ordered the health authorities of Ar- 
kansas, Louisiane and Mississippi to 
make a thorough inspection and sani- 
tary clean-up of the inundated lands, 
burying dead animals and eliminating 
all disease menaces. ‘ 


Farmers to Receive Seeds. 


In giving the farmers a new start in 


life when they return to their homes, 


Mr. Hoover’s reconstruction scheme will 
encourage the diversification of crops 
by grants of vegetable seed for the 
raising of “sustenance crops.” Mr. 
Hoover believes the rehabilitated farm- 
ers should raise their own food sup- 
plies to tide them over until their basic 


crops of cotton, rice and sugar cane are 


matured. 

The Federal agricultural experts are 
inclined to think this method of re- 
habilitation will mean that in the fu- 
ture more sustenance and. vegetable 
crops will be grown in the valley and 
the farmers will not “tend to put all 
their eggs in one basket,” with the 
one basic crop. 

A huge rescue machine of boats, 
airplanes and thousands of men was 
organized by Mr. Hoover in the flood- 
striken valley, approximately 1,000 nav- 
al seamen, aviators, coast guard life 
savers and army engineers participating 
in the rescue work. : 


Hoover Erects Tent Cities. 


In the relief of the homeless Mr. 
Hoover set up 80 huge tented cities 
which were organized and operated by 
more than 5,000 Red Cross and volun- 
teer workers. 

Mr. Hoover estimated that the Fed- 
erak government, in sending its forces 
to aid the flood-stricken valley, spent 
more than $5.000,000. The railroads

Contribution Will Finance Air 
Expedition Headed by 
Maj. Cotton, 


AERO WRECK OFF IRELAND 


New York, May 29 (By A. P.).—Daniel 
Guggenheim has contributed $25,000 to 
finance an airplane expedition of Maj. 
F, Sidney Cotton to search, for the 
French fliers, Capts. Nungesser and Coli, 
in the interior of Newfoundland, Maj 
Cotton announced today. 

Mr. Guggenheim said that America 
owes it no less to itself than to France 
and the cause of aviation to search to 
the*limit of human ability for the miss- 
ing airmen. “It is my hope that our 
expedition may be started by the mid- 
dle of the week,” he said, explaining 
that “every moment counts.” 

No salaries will be paid to any mem- 
ber of the expedition, as all have vol- 
unteered their serwce, said Frank 
Tichenor, acting trustee of the fund for 
the expedition. Maj. Cotton has se- 
lected Cy Caldwell as assistant pilot. 
The engineer remains to be selected. 

Mr. Guggenheim is the donor of the 

$2,500,000 Guggenheim fund for the 
promotion of aviation, 
London, May 29 (By A. P.).—The 
Westminster Gazette prints a repor 
from Tralee, County Kerry, that what 
might have been Nungesser’s plane sank 
in Castle Shannon Bay off the Kerry 
coast, on May 10. 

According to Michael Casey, of Castle 
Shannon, a strong smell of petrol was 
wafted shoreward over the surf at 10 
o’clock that morning. Later he noticed 
an object floating a mile and a half off 
shore, and as it sank what appeared 
like two aeroplane propellers became 
visible. 


Capts. Nungesser and Coli started 
from the Le Bourget airport on their 
transatlantic flight early on the morn- 
ing of Sunday, May 8. They were re- 
ported flying over Ireland but have 
completely disappeared since.

M. BRIAND’S SMOKE-SCREEN. 


A few weeks ago Foreign Minister Briand 
made public this gem of policy: 

France would be’ willing to enter into 
an engagement with the United States 
mutually outlawing war. 

Mr. Briand did not approach the United 
States Government with this proposition. He 
merely threw out the suggestion as a smoke- 
screen, behind which he is free to carry on 
the same policy that he has pursued hereto- 
fore in dealing with the United States. 

As he calculated, M. Briand’s suggestion has 
been taken up by that element of Americans 
who still hope to draw the United States into 
the League of Nations and the World Court. 
One of the persistent champions of the Bri- 
and scheme for outlawing war between France 
and the United States is Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, who has found time hanging 
heavily upon his hands after disposing of 
Senator Borah in the famous prohibition de- 
batg. Another statesman who is ready to 
show President Coolidge what to do is Ed- 
ward Bok, whose $100,000 prize kept the 
fretful world at peace through sheer aston- 
ishment a year or two ago. Mr. Bok has 
had his ‘“‘American Foundation’ draw up a 
model treaty, based upon M. Briand’s sug- 
gestion, with conciliation boards, arbitration, 
legal adjudication, and all. Mr. Coolidge’s 
work is immensely simplified by this thought- 
ful act. He has but to send the model treaty to 
the model Senate and have it ratjfied, and 
lo! war between France and the United States 
is outlawed forever more. 2 

One little point seems to have been over- 
looked, however, by M. Briand and his col- 
laborators. France is already bound by treaty 
to join other nations in making war on the 
United States whenever the United States re- 
fuses to do. what they tell it to do. But this 
obstacle may be easily overcome by having 
the United States join the League of Nations. 
Thus-it would ‘be a partner in the combina- 
tion, and would share in the delightful duty 
of governing the world as it ought to be gov- 
erned. 

M. Briand may have thought it would-be 
wise to outlaw war between France and the 
United States.so that if one country should 
fail or refuse to pay war debts the other 
could not use its army and navy to collect 
them. Possibly he glanced over. at Germany 
and hoped he could make an arrangement 
that would keep France from falling into 
Germany’s plight. In view of the treatment 
accorded to Germany, one wonders, how long 
it would be, if the status of France and Amer- 
ica ‘were reversed, before an army and navy 
would be collecting the debt from the United 
States, — 

M. Briand’s suggestion serves one useful 
purpose, however. It helps to distract atten- 
tion from his refusal.to enter into conference 
for the limitation of naval armaments. 


FAKE ADVERTISING, 


In an address delivered in Atlantic City, 
Federal Trade Commissioner Humphrey issued 
a warning that’ unless publishers throughout 


the country voluntarily kept their columns 

free of fake advertising, the commission would 

have to step in and see that they do so. Fake 

advertising, he said, robs the public of millions 

of dollars annually. He added: . 

Publishers who for hire issue these 

fake advertisements are equally guilty 
with the principal originating them. They 
share in the ill-gotten gain. We have ac- 
complished something with the origina- 
tors of these schemes, but comparatively 
little. They are usually fleet and cunning 
crooks that engage in this business. 
When located they fold their tents and 
vanish, 


The honest publisher, of course, does not 
accept fake advertising. There was a day 
when the publisher accepted whatever adver- 
tising copy was offered so long as he was rea- 
sonably assured that it would be paid for. In 
those days the reader was expecteed t eed 
the good from the bad. Gradually, however, 
publishers realized that a fake advertisement 
placed beside an honest one detracted from 
the latter and that an individual fooled in one 
specific case became suspicious of all advertis- 
ing. Then the weeding-out process began and 
publishers no longer looked with favor upon 
the business man whose wares, or the manner 
in which he advertised them, were suspicious. 

Still, the old order dies hard, and dishonest 
advertising still creeps in. Honest publishers 
are waging an unceasing battle against the 
unscrupulous promoter. The Federal Trade 
Commission would be rendering a genuine 
service should it take the situation in hand.

Is the United States prepared to neutralize 
the Panama Canal and open its coasts to 
Japanese and other foreign shipping, for the 
sake of limiting naval armaments? 

The Panama Canal was constructed for the 
purpose of placing the United States Navy 


} quickly in either ocean, as emergency might 


require. The canal is fortified and is regarded 
as ‘part of the American coastline. In case of 
war it would_be closed to the enemy, and 
would be operated exclusively in the interest 
of the United States. But if neutralized, it 
would be open to any enemy as freely as to 
American ships, and the advantage now pos- 
sessed by the United States for the transfer 
of a fleet from one ocean to the other would 
be enjoyed by all belligerents. 

The coastwise commerce of the United 
States is enormous.in volume, and is the 
perquisite of vessels flying the American flag. 
Many attempts have been made to induce the 
United States to open its coasts to foreign 
ships, but the obvious advantage of retaining 
this commerce to itself has convinced the 
United States heretofore that it was pursuing 
a right policy. It has yielded in only one par- 
ticular, and that is in the matter of tolls 
through the Panama Canal. ‘nstead of pass- 
ing American vessels through the tanal free 
of tolls, as was expected when the canal was 
constructed, the United States, at the behest 
of President Wilson, accepted the British argu- 
ment that American vessels should be taxed, 
the same as foreign vessels. Thus the canal 
is not purely.a part of the system of coastwise 
commerce, as it was intended to be. 

Americans may now be ready to give up 
their exclusive rights in the Panama Canal for 
use in war. They may be anxious to admit 
foreign shipping in the coastwise trade. They 
may be willing to abandon the idea of fortify- 
ing Hawaii and making it a strong naval out- 
post. They may be eager to quit the building 
of 10,000-ton cruisers, all for the sake of in- 
ducing Great Britain and Japan to curtail 
their naval programs: But there is no evi- 
dence that Americans are ready or willing to 
do any of these things. If they are, they have 
changed their traditional attitude toward the 
national defense. 

The naval conference called by President 
Coolidge will be most interesting, Americans 
are beginning to manifest some curiosity re- 
garding the sacrifices which the United 
States will be asked tO make 2s the price of 
foreign naval retrenchment. 


A WAR OF EXTERMINATION, 


Up to about 1908 there were ponds around 
the Monument lot in which carp were bred. 
They were filled in, and the land now ‘forms 
part of the parking system which provides the 
setting for the Lincoln Memorial. But the 
carp are still with us. They are scattered over 
the entire country, and have done more damage 
to the fisheries than has been done even by 
the sewerage of cities, 

Carp were bred in the ponds around Babcock 
lake, which was hard by the Davy Burns cot- 
tage at the end of Seventeenth street, and the 
fish commission distributed them to all parts 
of the country, upon the request of congress- 
men who labored under the delusion that 
through stocking a few ponds with carp they 
were favoring their fellow men. So long as 
these fish were confined to their original ponds 
they did little damage, but there came times 
when the ponds were flooded and the carp 
escaped into waters which once abounded With 
seal food fishes. The Teutonic invaders started 
a war of extermination. They have ruined the 
fisheries in the small lakes of NewYork and 
Pennsylvania. Muskelonge, northern pike, 
pickerel, bass and perch, which once furnished 
excellent sport, have virtually disappeared. 

Appeals were made by anglers’ clubs to the 
State authorities, year after year, for permis- 
Sion to destroy the aliens, but until this year 
such permission was not obtainable, because 
it was feared that if seining were permitted 
during the spawning season many native fishes 
would be destroyed. At last, however, the 
necessary permission has been secured in New 
York State, and the anglers’ clubs will be per- 
mitted to use the nets owned by the State, pro- 
vided that they are used only under the eyes 
of the protectors. 

This is the height of the breeding season for 
fish, and next week anglers’ clubs in a dozen 
loc&lities will begin the war in earnest. It is 
not expected that the first skirmish will result 
in the complete defeat of the invaders, but it 
is believed that many thousands of the muddy 
flavored carp will be destroyed, with resultant 
benefit to the native fish. 


THE FLIGHTS OF PEGASUS. : 


Nine days.only have elapsed since Lind- 
bergh arrived in Paris, but during this period 
the output of alleged poetry in the United 
States has exceeded the production of an ordi- 
nary year. Lindbergh’s flight had the effect of 
lighting Promethean fires in the bosoms cf 
staid maiden ladies, with disastrous conse- 
quences to the rules of rhyme, to say nothing 
of the rules of reason. But even worse was 
the effect upon elderly gentlemen. Lindbergh 
set these old boys beside themselves.: They 
went into wild raptures, dancing about like 
satyrs, and suddenly leaping upon Pegasus for 
an ocean flight of their own. Pegasus, how- 
ever, developed springhalt and the heaves just 
after leaving Cape Cod, and insisted upon turn- 
ing tail. 

The pages of American newspapers’ during 
the last week have been garnished with some 
fearful and wonderful links of language. No 
butcher stall has even shown links of sausage 
more mysterious or more highly spiced than 
the doggerel concocted in honor of “Lindbergh. 
It has been quite a task to pick out the most 
senseless and fit doggere! of the lot, but, 
everything considered, the palm for the pres- 
ent goes to Robert Underwood Johnson, whose 
links are temptingly displayed in yesterday’s 
New York Times. 

Final decision must be withheld, however, 
until Rudyard Kipling has been heard from. 
Strive as they will, American poets have little 
hope of equalling the worst that Kipling can 
produce.

Me- 
morial Day, originally designed as a day 
when the survivors of those grand arm- 
ies which battled from ’61 to ’65 to save 
a nation should call to memory their 
comrades who had passed on before 
them to the eternal shores, has become 
a national day, when all Americans pay 
loving tribute to their dead. 

Memorial Day comes with banners 
draped in emblems of mourning, and 
the music of muffled drums. Today the 
survivors of those Union armies—and

Motor Industry, Quieter. 


The motor industry displayed quiet* 
ing tendencies, with employment. fall- 
ing off sharply in Detroit. Chief inter- 
est in the automobile trade centered in 
Henry Ford’s announcement of a new 
gear-shift model. 

Building appeared to curve upward 
and buying of materials, particularly 
lumber, was active.. Lumber prices held 
up well, in part, undoubtedly, because 
wet weather and floods have delayed 
operations and.deliveries. Cotton goods 
improved, both in price and in demand, 
but wool, while somewhat more active, 
continued to fall behind the general 
run of business. 

Crop conditions were adversely af- 
fected by various factors in addition to 
the floods in.the South. Wheat was 
again disturbed by rains in some sec- 
tions, \while hot, dry winds sweeping 
over the Kansas field, caused consider- 
able deterioration there: The hessian 
fly also is causing’ trouble in Kansas. 
Canadian wheat~fields have been only 
partially seeded, and higher prices in 
the Dominion have accompanied a 
tightening of quotations: south of the 
border. Cotton planting is well along, 
particularly in Texas, but further levee 
breaks have caused widespread damage 
in the sugar area of Louisian. 


Commodities Tend Upward. 


Commodity prices, on the whole, have 
tended upward, largely because of un- 
favorable weather conditions. Sec- 

ondary agricultural products, on the 
other hand, have sagged somewhat, and 
live stock, particularly hogs, showed re- 
actionay tendencies. 

Bank clearings increased materially 
over the same week of 1926, but fell 
considerably under the total for the 
week before. Bank debits showed a 
similar trend. Credit conditions were 
not greatly changed, although there was 
some tightening of rates asa result of 


heavy month-end requirements.

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WEEK'S BOND TRADING 
IS ARTHER DESULTORY 


Prices Display Growing Irreg- 
ularities—Interest in 
New Financing. 


MONEY SLIGHTLY TIGHTER 


New-York, May 29 (By the Associated 
Press).)—Several interesting develop- 
ments outside, but related to, the mar- 
ket saved last week from being one of 
the dullest of the year in the bond busi- 
ness. Trading in outstanding bonds 
was desultory and prices displayed some 
growing irregularities with the slight 
tightening of money conditions refiect- 
ing month-end demand for funds, 


Particular interest centered in the 
announcement of forthcoming new 
financing by the Treasury Department, 
although no details were revealed. The 
question of another offer to exchange 
Second Liberty 4%4s came in for lively 
discussion, as it has been widely be- 
lieved that such an offer will be made 
in connection with June 15 financing 
to lighten the burden of November 15, 
when all the outstanding Liberty Sec- 
onds are to be retired. 

Up to the present, Government secur- 
ities have shown little, if any, tendency 
to respond to the calling of the Second 
Liberty bonds. Some quickening of in- 
terest and tightening of prices was no- 
ticeable during the last week, but this 
was attributed to the increasing by the 
Federal Reserve system of its Federal 
loan holdings. This increase was ap- 
proximately $50,000,000, and the money 
thereby poured into the market was 
largely instrumental in offsetting a 
drain in consequence of the purchase 
by the Bank of France of a large 
amount of gald from the Federal Re- 
serve system during the week: : 

The sale of this gold, which had been 
reported in dispatches fromi London, 
was definitely revealed in the weekly 
statement of the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem, showing a decrease in total gold 
reserve of around $45,000,000. - How 
much of this change was accounted for 
by the Bank of France purchases was 
not disclosed, but various estimates ran 
as high as $40,000,000. It is assumed 
that the increasing of French’ gold re. 
serves in this country, through imports 
and local purchases, is in direct line 
with the monetary stabilizing plans of 
Paris, and has as its purpose the forti- 
fying of French exchange. 

Although new financing last week was 
in less volume that for some time, a 
formidable aggregate of new issues 
reached the market. New offerings in 
May have reached a position of threat 
against the high record for one month, 
established in April, when nearly $700,- 


000,000 in fresh bonds were introduced. 


to the investing public. 
is about $25,000,000 below that peak, 
and already this month’s volume has 
exceeded that of January, up to now the 
runner-up on the record month. 

New offerings last week amounted to 
about $120,000,000, compared with 
$208,000,000 in the preceding week and 
$120,000,000 in the correspponding pe- 
riod of 1926. The list of newcomérs was 
headed by the $4,000,000 Phillips Pe- 
troleum debenture 5%s, which were 
reported sold on the day of their offer- 
ing.

FRECKLES 
EAR Miss Viola Paris: Kindly tell 
3 me of a way to remove freckles. 
How long is it before one may ob- 
in results? E. R. 
Answer: I can only tell you of a few 
simple natural remedies, because I am 
mot able to print the trade names of 
mmercial preparations here. 


First of all, freckles are of two sorts. 
in general, the deeply ingrained stub- 
born ones with which some people seem 
to be permanently afflicted, and the 
light, small ones that come and go with 
the. season. For the former, remedies 

not so easy, and sometimes fail al- 
together. The little freckles that are 
caused by sun and wind are easier to 
with, and really quite easy to 
vent if one takes proper ~recaution. 
consists in using beach creams at 
ght when the skin is most exposed, 
‘and in protecting the skin before go- 
‘ing out. A sunproof cream or lotion is 
to be recommended. 
’ If you already have the freckles, 
fadopt a good bleach cream and use it 
‘faithfully at night. You must not ex- 
\; to see results in a few days, so 
eep up the treatment for a number of 
weeks, or even longer if necessary, In 
the morning, after cleansing the skin 
‘rub’ it with the cut half of a fresh 
lemon. Let the lemon juice dry on the 
skin, then wash it off with cold water 
or your usual astringent. 
. Before applying make-up, it is help- 
‘Tul to put on a lotion that will protect 
the skin from the elements. Dust the 
c® generously with powder, then 
brush off the surplus. Keeping the face 
well powdered during the day ahd wear- 
a hat with a brim when you are 
ut of doors will help. 
| The juice of fresh cucumbers has 
‘bleaching properties and is pleasant to

bedtime and left on for the night. Peel 
and mash the cucumbers to a pulp, let 
stand for a few minutes and then 
strain. 


Dear Viola Paris: I have what you 
could hardly call eyebrows,.so I am 
writing to ask you what will make 
them grow.

Dear Viola Paris: Can you tell me 
how to rid myself of freckles, black- 
heads and pimples? My features are 
good, but my complexion is very muddy 
looking. Will you also tell me how 
to remove hair from the arms below 
the elbows? 

Answer: Please see my reply to E. R. 
at the beginning of this article. The 
subject of blackheads and pimples is 
one that I have already discussed 
countless times. It is very necessary 
to keep the body clean inside and out 
and to follow a wholesome diet—no 
fried foods, gravies, rich sauces or 
pastry or candy. Remove the. black- 
heads after cleansing and softening 
the skin and apply an antiseptic 
preparation at night. Avoid vanishing 
creams altogether, and try to substi- 
tute a very light oil cream or a cleans- 
ing lotion for a heavy cold cream. 

I can not recommend any really 
satisfactory way of removing the hair 
that you describe. Try bleaching it 
by applying daily a solution made of
